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Orchard falls to farming economics

Local residents who drive in the 
Perkins Street corridor have been won- 
dering why a huge pear orchard by the 
Russian River has been torn out. 

The answer is simple: Pears aren’t 
paying. 

The owner of the 56 acres of pears, 
John Thomas, a member of the well- 
known Thomas family of pear growers, 
said Wednesday he could no longer 
afford to keep the orchard going. 

His dad planted the pears in 1960, 
and John Thomas has been managing 
that orchard since 1979 but has recently 
been struggling to make it pay. 


“All farming’s tough,” he said, and 
added that these days, “it’s not what you 
grow, it’s what you sell.” 

Pears are not garnering the kinds of 
prices needed to pay for the pruning, 
pest control, picking and other orchard 
activities. 

Plus, said Thomas, lots of pear buyers 
- the supermarkets and others - are get- 
ting their pears offshore. 

Just 10 years ago, Thomas said, you 
could still make a pear orchard work 
between selling fresh pears - “which 
have to be perfect looking” - and the less 
perfect pears for juice, baby food, 
canned fruit or dried fruit. All those 
markets are down, he said, largely 


because pears are being imported cheap- 
er. And, like many other economic sec- 
tors, consolidation is happening among 
the fruit buyers, giving them a much 
more powerful position from which to 
dictate prices to the growers. 

“It’s a commodity,” Thomas stated 
bluntly, not wishing, he said, to sound as

Plant kingdom may 
seem to be sleeping, 
but take a close look

n the surface, winter in Mendocino County seems 
like a wet, soggy affair with little plant and insect 
activity, but, according to Jim Xeroganes, director 
of agriculture at Mendocino College, there’s a lot 
more going on below the surface you may never 
see. 
The study of Winter Ecology is the exploration of organisms’ 
natural processes and phenomena in winter environments. In 


some regions, winter is the principal architect of life and habitat. 


For higher elevations and latitudes, winter can be the season of 
chilling energy deficits that demand the most conservative 
adaptations in plants and animals. Mendocino County’s winter 
weather is a mix between cold temperatures and wet days, 
which creates specific adaptations and preparations from plants 
and animals alike. 

“A lot of people look at winter and say it’s barren, but the 
truth is, there’s a lot going on near the soil,” Xeroganes 
explained while touring the college’s garden. “Every time you 
go out you learn something more as you look closer.” 

As trees shed their leaves in preparation for winter, the 
benefit is two-fold. Not only do the trees no longer have to 
gather extra food in their leaves to grow and maintain, but the 
fallen leaves become mulch and keep the ground humid. 

“As trees go dormant you can’t really see what goes on 
below the ground,” Xeroganes said. “The leaves act as mulch, 
which then becomes a home for mushrooms.” 

Xeroganes said the mushrooms you see above the ground are

only the fruiting body of the organism, and their true purpose is 
served below the soil line where the roots helps to cycle 
nutrients. Many insects like beetles and the True Bug protect 
themselves against the cold by drying out their cells, which 
increases water levels throughout the rest of their body. In 
addition to the drying, some insects also bury themselves below 
the soil line and go dormant, all of which keeps the winter cycle 
going. 

Trees, mushrooms and insects aren’t the only organisms that 
collect nutrients and remain active during the winter. Xeroganes 
explained that many native plants, like the California Fuschia, 
Manzanitas and Fremont silk-tassel are working a double duty 
throughout the season. Most of these plants and others build up 
sugar levels through photosynthesis during the fall, which helps

MURDER CASE IN COURT 
Detectives 
take stand at 
boy’s hearing

A witness to the crime told police he saw 
Marcos Escareno fire one round into a mini- 
van driven by Enoch Cruz on the night Cruz 
was killed, Mendocino County Sheriff’s 
Detective Jason Caudillo testified Wednesday. 

Escareno, 15, is charged with murder in the 
shooting death of Cruz, 22, who was found 
dead in a minivan on Garcia Court in 
Manchester on Feb. 6, 2007. 

Escareno was 14 years old at the time of his 
arrest but is being tried as an adult. 

Caudillo testified that he and former 
Sheriff’s Detective Robert Crabb interviewed 
Andrew Reynolds, 14, of Manchester, who 
told them he witnessed part of the shooting. 

Reynolds was at the Cobarrobia home on 
Garcia Court the night of the shooting and 
spent some of the evening with Escareno. 

Caudillo said Reynolds told him Escareno 
came over to the house and was helping 
Reynolds with his homework when Escareno 
received a call on his cell phone. 

Escareno left, and shortly thereafter, 
Reynolds heard Escareno in the street “shout- 
ing like he was fighting with someone,” 
Caudillo said.

Medical pot 
tax to remain 


Board of Equalization clarifies 
that medical marijuana is not 
exempt from state sales tax

The sales tax applied to medical marijuana 
dispensaries throughout California will con- 
tinue, contrary to previous reports, according 
to Betty Yee, chairwoman and Ist District 
member of the California Board of 
Equalization. 

In the original article that appeared Jan. 19 
in The Ukiah Daily Journal, a representative 
from the California State Board of 
Equalization who gave only her first name, 
Sarah, was quoted as saying the sales tax that 
dispensaries are currently subject to would 
soon change. 

“Tt was a mistake on our end,” said Yee. 

Yee said to be considered for exemption 
from state sales tax, a drug must pass a series 
of three tests. 

“The first is that it has to be dispensed by 
commonly known to be available to use for 
treatment of a disease or ailment,” she said. 
“This traditionally means it has to be 
approved by FDA, but not always. The second 
is that it has to be prescribed by a physician. 
The third part is that it has to be dispensed by 
a licensed pharmacist. This last one is where 
we’ve run into some debate.”

Edwards bows out of presidential 
race, hoping ‘two Americas’ can 
be united under a Democrat 


NEW ORLEANS (AP) — Democrat John 
Edwards bowed out of the race for the Democratic 
presidential nomination on Wednesday, saying it was 
time to step aside “so that history can blaze its path” 
in a campaign now left to Hillary Rodham Clinton 
and Barack Obama. 

“With our convictions and a little backbone we 
will take back the White House in November,” said 
Edwards, ending his second campaign in the same 
hurricane-ravaged city where he began it more than 
a year ago. 

Edwards said Clinton and Obama had both 
pledged that “they will make ending poverty central 
to their campaign for the presidency.” 

“This is the cause of my life and I now have their 
commitment to engage in this cause,” he said before 
a small group of supporters. He was joined by his 
wife, Elizabeth, and his three children, Cate, Emma 
Claire and Jack. 

It was the second time Edwards sought the 
Democratic presidential nomination. Four years ago 
he was the vice presidential running mate on a tick- 
et headed by John Kerry. 

Four years later, he waged a spirited, underfund- 
ed race on a populist note, pledging to represent the 
powerless against the corporate interests. 
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Democrats accuse AG of opening 
the door to future waterboarding 


WASHINGTON (AP) — Senate Democrats 
pounced Wednesday on Attorney General Michael 
Mukasey’s refusal to declare waterboarding illegal, 
accusing him of potentially allowing the harsh inter- 
rogation tactic to be used in the future. 

Mukasey, in his third month at the helm of the 
Justice Department, said he would feel tortured if he, 
himself, were waterboarded. But he staunchly avoid- 
ed debating during the Senate Judiciary Committee 
hearing whether waterboarding is legal. Instead, he 
echoed the Bush administration’s long-standing 
denial of identifying how al-Qaida detainees have 
been questioned by CIA interrogators. 

Waterboarding involves strapping a person down 
and pouring water over his cloth-covered face to cre- 
ate the sensation of drowning. 

“Would waterboarding be torture if it was done to 
you?” asked Sen. Edward M. Kennedy, D-Mass. 

“I would feel that it was,” Mukasey said. 

Under needling questioning later, however, 
Mukasey didn’t rule out the possible need for water- 
boarding terror suspects in order to save American 
lives. 


Obama says Hillary Clinton 

presidency would be a step back 
DENVER (AP) — Democratic Sen. Barack 

Obama said Wednesday a Hillary Rodham Clinton 


presidency would be a step back to the past, turning 
her husband’s image of a bridge to the future against 
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her. 

“I know it is tempting — after another presidency 
by a man named George Bush — to simply turn back 
the clock, and to build a bridge back to the 20th cen- 
tury,” the Illinois senator said in Denver. 

“... It’s not enough to say yov’ll be ready from 
Day One — you have to be right from Day One,” he 
added in unmistakable criticisms of Clinton, who 
often claims she’s better prepared to govern, and her 
husband, who pledged during his own presidency to 
build a bridge to the 21st century. 

Obama depicted Clinton as a calculating, poll- 
tested divisive figure who will only inspire greater 
partisan divisions as she sides with Republicans on 
issues like trade, the role of lobbyists in politics and 
national security. At the same time, he elevated 
McCain, fresh off victory in Florida’s crucial prima- 
ry, as the likely Republican nominee. 

The Clinton campaign said Obama was abandon- 
ing his pledge to run a positive campaign. 


Fed cuts interest rates bold 
half-point to boost ailing 
economy; Wall Street still wary 


WASHINGTON (AP) — The Federal Reserve 
delivered powerful new relief to people and busi- 
nesses squeezed by the ailing economy Wednesday, 
cutting interest rates ever deeper in an effort to avert 
or at least soften the blow of a recession.

Ukiah Players Theatre is 
pleased to present two plays 
about two wildly different 
relationships for the 
Valentine’s Day season. 

Running in repertory 
(which means each day is a 
different play), “Love 
Letters” and “Hate Mail” are 
both two-person shows that 
reveal the histories of two 
very different 
relationships through letters 
and other correspondence. 

“Love Letters,” the 
Pullitzer Prize-nominated 
play written by A.R. Gurney, 
tells the story of two lifelong 
friends; the conservative, 
dutiful lawyer, Andrew 
Makepeace Ladd III (played 
by Doug Hundley) and 
Melissa Gardner (played by 
Kate Magruder), a free-spir- 
ited and lively artist. 

From grade school notes 
to party invitations to letters 
of confession, “Love 
Letters” is a very intimate 
production that explores 
what ties us to each other, 
even as we are kept apart by 
circumstances, distances and 
obligations. 

“Hate Mail” is what hap- 
pens when you take the same 
premise as in “Love Letters” 
wherein two characters tell 
the story of their relationship 
by reading their letters to 
each other, only with “Hate 
Mail,” the letters aren’t so 
heart-warming. Heartburn- 
inducing, maybe... 

Written by Kira 
Obolensky and Bill Corbett 
(formerly of “Mystery 
Science Theatre 3000” 
fame), “Hate Mail” showcas- 
es two dysfunctional charac- 
ters that go together like 
water and sodium; Preston 
Dennis Jr. (played by Todd 
Clow) is a spoiled rich kid 
with an oversized sense of 
entitlement, while Dahlia 
Markle (played by KC Dill) 
is a long-suffering photogra- 
pher who seems ready to 
snap.

Worried about 
Oakland pollution 


To the Editor: 

On Sunday, Jan. 13, I witnessed a huge 
plume of dark smoke rising from south of 
the Oakland airport as I was driving on 
Highway 880. It was reported that a large 
transformer was burning at the Oakland 
dump and I wondered, as the smoke was 
moving westward, how long it would be 
before the gray smoke would reach the 
North Coast. 

Friday evening before sunset a very 
wide train of dark gray smog moved north- 
ward over the ocean and was present the 
next morning over the coast. Concerned 
about air quality , I called KOZT. There 
was no emergency warning report; nor was 
there any information in the S.F. Chronicle 
about the transformer fire in Oakland. All 
air quality offices were closed over the 
long holiday weekend. This gap in 
Emergency Warning systems is of great 
concern to me. 

Also of concern is how P.G.&E. may 
have been responsible for disposing of a 
transformer in the City of Oakland dump. 
There must be more appropriate places for 
toxic substances such as dioxins and PCBs, 
known to exist in transformers. 

According to L.M. Gibbs book “Dying 
from Dioxin,” PCBs and dioxin persist in 
the environment and are often bound to 
particles. PCBs are more easily broken 
down by sunlight and air. PCBs are in the 
air in vapor form and are washed by rain- 
fall and may slowly evaporate back into 
air. PCB and dioxin settling in rivers and in 
the ocean may be ingested by fish and be 
concentrated in the largest fish. 

Brominated dioxin-like compounds and 
chlorinated dioxins are relatively immobile 
in the environment. They are bound to par- 
ticulates and organic matter and are signifi- 
cantly removed only by photo degradation. 
They are resistant to leaching in soil and to 
volatilization. Dioxin in the air settles onto 
soil , water and plant surfaces. 

When dioxin laden plants or feed are 
eaten by sheep, cattle or chickens, the 
dioxin ends up in the animal’s fatty tissues. 
(However), dioxin is not taken up by root 
systems of plants and vegetables. 

The EPA has found that ingestion of 
dioxin in food is the primary source by 
which people are exposed to dioxin. 

It is Sunday and the dense fog still 
hangs over Mendocino as I write.

To the Editor: 

As reported in the Daily Journal on Jan. 
11, the Mendocino County Public Health 
Advisory Board heard presentations from 
people who work with military personnel 
returning from Iraq and Afghanistan. The 
presenters are doing great work. The fact 
is, however, that the underfunded health 
care and social service systems are current- 
ly stretched to the limit, with the certainty 
that there will be a drastic increase in 
demand. 

As I sat there, the words of Abraham 
Lincoln’s Second Inaugural played con- 
stantly in my mind: With malice toward 
none, with charity for all, with firmness in 
the right as God gives us to see the right, 
let us strive on to finish the work we are in, 
to bind up the nation’s wounds, to care for 
him who shall have borne the battle and for 
his widow and his orphan, to do all which 
may achieve and cherish a just and lasting 
peace among ourselves and with all 
nations. 

We all are wounded by this current war 
in so many ways, yet we are minimally 
affected compared to the many veterans 
suffering from post-traumatic stress disor- 
der. Too many of them are heartbreakingly 
lonely and abandoned; the rates of home- 
lessness, incarceration, alcoholism and 
drug use, violence, and suicide for these 
people are appallingly high. Their families 
suffer equally. In sum, though they have 
sacrificed already, their suffering is not at 
an end. 

In words that call us to our best selves, 
Lincoln sets out our obligation to “care for 
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him who shall have borne the battle and for 
his widow and his orphan.” Thus far it has 
been futile to expect the federal govern- 
ment to provide even minimal care for our 
veterans and their families. 

So it is up to us. What can we do? There 
aren’t easy answers. Of course we can 
encourage our Congressional representa- 
tives to do more. Of course we can ask the 
state and the County to do more. In the 
fullest sense, our goal should be compas- 
sion and charity. As a community, and as a 
country, we have to figure out what that 
means in real terms.

Clintons assault 
despressing 


It was a remarkable moment: A young, free-think- 
ing presidential hopeful named Bill Clinton sat down 
with reporters and editors at The Washington Post in 
October 1991 and started saying things most 
Democrats wouldn’t allow to pass their lips. 

Ronald Reagan, Clinton said, deserved credit for 
winning the Cold War. He praised Reagan’s “rhetoric 
in defense of freedom” and his role in “advancing the 
idea that communism could be rolled back.” 

“The idea that we were going to stand firm and 
reaffirm our containment strategy, and the fact that we 
forced them to spend even more when they were 
already producing a Cadillac defense system and a 
dinosaur economy, I think it hastened their undoing,” 
Clinton declared. 

Clinton was careful to add that the Reagan military 
program included “a lot of wasted money and unnec- 
essary expenditure,” but the signal had been sent: 
Clinton was willing to move beyond “the brain-dead 
politics in both parties,” as he so often put it. 

His apostasy was widely noticed. The Memphis 
Commercial Appeal praised Clinton two days later for 
daring to “set himself apart from the pack of con- 
tenders for the Democratic nomination by saying 
something nice about Ronald Reagan.” Clinton’s 
“readiness to defy his party’s prevailing 
Reaganphobia and admit it,” the paper wrote, “is one 
reason he’s a candidate to watch.” 

I have been thinking about that episode ever since 
Hillary Clinton’s campaign started unloading on 
Barack Obama for making statements about Reagan 
that were, if anything, more measured than Bill 
Clinton’s 1991 comments. Obama simply acknowl- 
edged Reagan’s long-term impact on politics, and the 
fact that conservatives once constituted the camp pro- 
ducing new ideas, flawed though they were. 

Obama’s not particularly original insight was a cen- 
tral premise of Bill Clinton’s 1992 campaign. Clinton 
argued over and over that Democrats could not win 
without new ideas of their own. To reread Clinton’s 
“New Covenant” speeches from back then is to be 
reminded of how electrifying it was to hear a politi- 
cian who was willing to break new ground. 

That’s why the Clintons’ assault on Obama is so 
depressing. In many ways, Obama is running the 2008 
version of the 1992 Clinton campaign. You have the 
feeling that if Bill Clinton did not have another candi- 
date in this contest, he’d be advising Obama and 
cheering him on. 

Let’s grant the Clintons their claims: The press is 
tougher on Hillary Clinton than it is on Barack 
Obama; the old, irrational Clinton hatred is alive and 
well in certain parts of the media; Hillary Clinton gets 
hit harder when she criticizes Obama than Obama 
does when he goes after her. 

Let’s further stipulate that Obama’s formulation -- 
he said Reagan “changed the trajectory of America in 
a way that Richard Nixon did not and in a way that 
Bill Clinton did not” -- was guaranteed to enrage the 
former president. In Democratic circles, associating 
someone with Nixon is akin to a Roman comparing an 
emperor with Caligula. 

None of it justifies the counterproductive behavior. 
Does anyone doubt that if Hillary Clinton wins the 
nomination, she will need the votes of the young peo- 
ple and African-Americans who have rallied to 
Obama -- and that what she’s doing now will make it 
harder to energize them? Doesn’t calling in Bill 
Clinton as the lead attacker merely underscore 
Obama’s central theme, that it’s time to “turn the 
page” on our Bush-Clinton-Bush political past? 

And with both Clintons on record saying kind 
things about Reagan, why go after Obama on the 
point? Honestly: If Obama is a Reaganite, then I am a 
salamander. 

Yet there was Hillary Clinton’s campaign, unveil- 
ing a radio ad on Wednesday implying that Obama 
bought into such ideas as “refusing to raise the mini- 
mum wage.” Come on, guys. 

The worst thing about all this is what both Clintons 
are doing to their own legacy as pioneers of an 
approach that rejected, as Bill Clinton said in a 1991 
speech, “the stale orthodoxies of left and right.” The 
great asset shared by both Clintons is their willingness 
to bring fresh thinking to old problems. 

“Our new choice plainly rejects the old categories 
and false alternatives they impose,” Bill Clinton added 
in that 1991 address in which he offered a long list of 
new ideas. “Is what I just said to you liberal or con- 
servative? The truth is, it is both, and it is different. It 
rejects the Republicans’ attacks and the Democrats’ 
previous unwillingness to consider new alternatives.” 

Pretty good stuff, still. Why should either Clinton 
attack Obama for facing some of the same truths that 
both of them taught their party so long ago?

Warriors stand resolute in victory 


Jackson scores 26 as 
Warriors snap Hornets’ 


winning streak at 9

NEW ORLEANS — Stephen 
Jackson scored 26 points, and the 
Golden State Warriors beat New 
Orleans 116-103 Wednesday night to 
snap the Hornets’ nine-game winning 
streak. 

Former Hornets star Baron Davis 
hit six 3-pointers and finished with 23 
points and nine assists for the 
Warriors, who shot 52 percent and 
made 13 3-pointers. 

Chris Paul had 28 points and 12 
assists for New Orleans (32-13), 
which lost for only the third time in 20 
games. David West had 24 points and 
13 rebounds. 

Golden State’s lead was only 92-88 
early in the fourth quarter. Then Monta 
Ellis’ driving layup ignited an 11-2 run 
that included Davis’ 3-pointer and 
gave Golden State a 103-90 lead with 
6:21 to go. 

New Orleans lost its shooting touch 
as the game wound down and Davis 
buried his final 3-pointer to send the 
crowd toward the exits. 

Ellis finished with 16 points. Matt 
Barnes scored 17 for Golden State and 
Andris Biedrins 14. 

Four New Orleans players finished 
with double-doubles, but the Hornets, 
who were missing starting shooting 
guard Morris Peterson because of a 
virus, got only nine points from their 
reserves. 

Peja Stojakovic had 20 points and 
10 rebounds for New Orleans, while 
Tyson Chandler had 11 points and 14 
rebounds. 

Al Harrington scored 13 points for 
the Warriors. He and Jackson each hit 
three 3-pointers. 

New Orleans, which raced to the 
top of the Western Conference on the 
strength of its defense, couldn’t do 
much to stop a Warriors team that set- 
tled for jump shots and made the most 
of them. 

Through three quarters, Golden 
State had 11 3-pointers and had scored 
only 34 of its 90 points inside. 

Good shooting and swarming 
defense gave Golden State the edge in 
the first half as well. 

The Warriors shot 52 percent 
through the opening two quarters and 
led by as much as eight in the first 
quarter when Ellis spun through the 
lane on the dribble and converted an 
off-balance layup. 

New Orleans, boosted during its 
previous nine victories by strong play 
from its bench, had to shorten its rota- 
tion with Peterson and fellow guard 
Bobby Jackson (right hamstring) miss-

Rasual Butler’s 3-pointer accounted 
for the only points by a New Orleans 
reserve in the first half, during which 
the Hornets shot 42 percent. Paul 
played all but the final half-minute of 
the second quarter and kept the 
Hornets close with 23 first-half points, 
while Stojakovic added 13 points and 
gave the Hornets a brief 52-51 lead 
with a jumper late in the second quar- 
ter. 

Golden State, meanwhile, hit six 3- 
pointers in the first half, with Davis 
making the last at the second quarter 
buzzer to give the Warriors a 58-54 
halftime lead. 

Notes: Davis, who has not played in 
New Orleans since being traded to 
Golden State during the 2004-05 sea- 
son, said he expected to be booed by 
the New Orleans crowd.

PGA TOUR | FBR OPEN 


Super Bowl is no distraction at raucous FBR Open

SCOTTSDALE, Ariz. — For a 
change, the FBR Open isn’t the 
biggest show in town, not with the 
Super Bowl just down the freeway. 

Still, it’s “party on” when the PGA 
Tour’s most raucous event begins a 
four-day run Thursday at TPC 
Scottsdale. 

The FBR draws the largest crowds 
on the PGA tour. The biggest day is 
Saturday, when more than 150,000 
revelers are expected to attend. Some 
even watch the golf. Total attendance 
has topped a half-million each of the 
past four years. 

When the Super Bowl was held in 
nearby Tempe in 1996, the tournament 
moved up its schedule with the final 
round on Saturday. Not this year. The 
competition will end Sunday, about an 
hour before the Patriots and Giants 
kick off in Glendale. 

As usual, Tiger Woods is not 


entered, opting instead for a more 
lucrative trip to Dubai. Woods hasn’t 
played here since 2001, when it was 
known as the Phoenix Open. 

The biggest name in the competi- 
tion for a winner’s purse of just over 
$1 million is two-time champion Phil 
Mickelson, who beat Justin Leonard in 
a playoff to win that 1996 event. 

Mickelson, who attended Arizona 
State and lived in Scottsdale for 12 
years, also won in 2005 but missed the 
cut last year. 

“I putted just terribly,” he said. 
“The next three or four days after this 
event all I did was putt. Then I won the 
following week (the AT&T Pebble 
Beach Pro-Am).” 

Attempts are being made to calm 
the Arizona crowd a bit. 

Fans will be limited to two beers 
per trip to the concession stand and 
beer won’t be sold in the stand closest 
to the infamous 16th hole. 

Bleachers surround that par-3, 162- 


yard hole, packed with rowdy fans 
who sometimes greet golfers with their 
college fight song or, for the interna- 
tional players, maybe their national 
anthem but lustily boo bad shots. 

“It’s special to this tournament. It’s 
special to this town,” defending cham- 
pion Aaron Baddeley said. “People 
around here who don’t know anything 
about golf know the 16th hole in 
Phoenix. 

“It’s like the shortest, easiest most 
intimidating hole in the world because 
its not a difficult hole, but when 
you’ve got 17,000 people ready to boo 
you if you hit a bad shot, it’s a little bit 
intimidating.” 

The course was drenched by rain 
Monday but clear weather was fore- 
cast through most of the rest of the 
week. Temperatures only reached the 
high 50s during Wednesday’s pro-am 
but are expected to climb into the mid- 
60s Friday and Saturday. There is a 
chance of showers on Sunday. 


With it’s wide-open desert layout, 
the par-71, 7,216-yard course lends 
itself to low scores. 

“You’re probably going to have to 
shoot 20 under to win,” Baddeley said. 
“It’s just go out there, play hard, hit it 
straight and make some putts. That’s 
the key. It’s making putts, really, 
because everyone is going to hit fair- 
ways, everyone is going to hit some 
greens.” 

Baddeley, an Australian who now 
makes his home in Scottsdale, won 
last year with a 21-under 263, one shot 
better than John Rollins and two ahead 
of Jeff Quinney. 

There has been no repeat champion 
in the event since Johnny Miller in 
1974-75. 

Why? 

“Like I said, you’ve got to putt 
well,” Baddeley said. “Some weeks 
putts don’t drop and some weeks they 
do.”

Brady wonders 
why Burress’ 
prediction was 
just 23-17

PHOENIX — Tom Brady 
scoffed. Plaxico Burress won- 
dered what all the attention 
was about. 

Brady was puzzled by 
Burress’ prediction that the 
New York Giants would beat 
the New England Patriots 23- 
17 in Sunday’s Super Bowl. 
The fact Burress picked the 
Giants hardly surprised the 
league’s MVP. The score cer- 
tainly did. 

“We’re only going to score 
17 points?” Brady said 
Wednesday morning before 
chuckling. “OK. Is Plax play- 
ing defense? 

“I wish he had said 45-42 
and gave us a little credit for 
more points.” 

Considering the Patriots 
set an NFL record by scoring 
589 points, Brady’s 50 touch- 
down passes were the most 
ever for one season, and 
Randy Moss broke Jerry 
Rice’s mark with 23 TD 
catches, Burress might have 
been a bit chintzy. 

“I know they have confi- 
dence. They should have con- 
fidence,” Brady said. “They 
are the NFC champions. 

“I learned a lesson early in 
my career: No matter what 
you say during the week — 
and God knows we say a lot 
this week — we’re going to 
be focused on going out and 
winning this game. We’re 
confident, but I don’t think 
we share our thoughts with 
everybody.” 

Burress did. And when he 
showed up 33 minutes late for 
the Giants’ media session 
Wednesday morning, there 
was speculation the wide 
receiver was trying to avoid 
the spotlight. 

Turns out Burress was 
spending time with his 1- 
year-old son and family at 
breakfast, claiming he was 
unaware so many people 
wanted to interrogate him 
about his prediction. 

Nor was he aware, he said, 
that a hefty fine comes with 
missing a Super Bowl week 
media session. 

“I don’t understand what 
the fuss is about,” Burress 
said, surrounded by at least as 
many TV cameras, micro- 
phones and notepads as Brady 
was two hours earlier. 
“Nobody wants to lose. 

“All this is entertainment, 
Its sports and sports are 
entertainment. So 23-17 is the 
prediction I made, but the 
game still has to be played.” 

Told about Brady’s reac- 
tion to that score, Burress said 
he wasn’t dissing anyone. 

“Im not taking anything 
away from what those guys 
accomplished,” he said. 
“They set all the records you 
could possibly imagine. They 
have a great quarterback, the 
MVP, who threw for a record 
(50) touchdowns. Randy set a 
TD record for catches. They 
had two receivers with over 
100 catches. 

“The numbers don’t lie 
about what they have done.” 

Nor do the numbers 23-17 
lie about what Burress thinks. 

“Hey, look how much fun 
everybody is having with it,” 
he said. “It makes national, 
international headlines. But 
the game still has to be 
played.”

Giguere was going down 
on a slap shot by Rolston, but 
the puck was deflected by 
Francois Beauchemin and 
went into the top corner of the 
net 82 seconds into the period.

This Saturday, master 
Taiko instructor Bruce “Mui” 
Ghent will return to Ukiah to 
teach an 18-week series of 
classes for children and adults 
in the ancient Japanese art of 
Taiko. 

Sensei Ghent began his 
study under Grandmaster 
Seiichi Tanaka in 1993 and 
has toured internationally 
with the San Francisco Taiko 
Dojo and the Somei Yoshino 
Taiko Ensemble, a profession- 
al touring group he created 
and directed. 

Currently, he serves as res- 
ident Taiko 
Director/Instructor/Composer 
at Dance Mission in San 
Francisco and was nominated 
for the 2000-2001 Isadora 
Duncan Award. 

Taiko drums were original- 
ly used on the battlefields of 
ancient Japan. These massive- 
ly sized drums sounded a loud 
boom that echoed across 
every expanse of battlefield. 
They served as long distance 
communication between gen- 
erals, while their fierce sound 
created a psychological 
weapon to scare the opposing 
troops. As time passed, the 
drums found their way into 
Shinto and Buddhist religious 
ceremony, and today Taiko

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drumming is often practiced 
as an ensemble performance 
art, incorporating complicated 
rhythms, phrasing and synco- 
pation. The artistry of move- 
ment in each Taiko composi- 
tion combined with the physi- 
cal rigor of the discipline 
makes Taiko fascinating to 
watch.

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Insider’s Look at the making of 
epic film ‘Gone With the Wind’

How would you like a private tour of the 
backlot of a major motion picture studio? 
Don’t be put off by the fact that it’s a 1939 
view. 

Through the magic of stagecraft at the 
Willits Community Theatre and playwright 
Ron Hutchinson you get to sit in with pro- 
ducer David O. Selznick, director Victor 
Fleming, and writer Ben Hecht as they 
wrangle over the script for the epic movie, 
“Gone With the Wind.” 

What chance for success could you 
expect from a movie that evokes tender- 
ness for the concept of slavery, champi- 
oned by a petulant mistress? Add long-suf- 
fering but adoring people of color enslaved 
on a dying plantation without food or pro- 
tection. It’s not exactly the stuff of happy 
endings, although it does have the swash- 
buckling of Rhett Butler and the stunning 
beauty of Scarlett O’ Hara? We have distant 
relatives whose names are less memorable 
than these although the movie was released 
in 1939. That was before most of us were 
born, some of us barely. 

The film is ridden with what now seem 
to be clichés, but who among us has never 
repeated in a shrill tone, “Miss Scarlett, I 
don’t know nuthin’ ‘bout birthin’ babies!” 
Or, “Fiddle-dee -- dee!” Don’t laugh at me; 
hold it for those macho guys onstage when 
they quote these lines! In spite of all the 
reasons success was doubtful for this 
movie -- and you, I hear a lot about that in 
“Moonlight & Magnolias” --somehow this 
majestic film has captivated generations of 
movie goers. 

Now we get to watch the behind-the- 
scenes machinations that made it all possi- 
ble -- stage scenes as unlikely at what 
we’ve watched onscreen so many times. In 
the American Film Institute’s list of the 
“Top 10 movies” of all time, GWTH is #3. 
Number 6 is “The Wizard of Oz,” released 
the same year. It was also directed by 
Victor Fleming -- until he was pulled away 
two weeks before the end of production in 
favor of GWTW 

Here’s an analogy for those who 
remember when albums came on vinyl 
disks called records. Watching actors Toby 


lan Stigliani, Toby Rodriquez and Luke Davis star in WCT’s production of 


“Moonlight and Magnolias.’ 


Rodriques, Ian Stigliani, and Luke Davis 
play the three bigger-than-life characters is 
like experiencing the three record speeds 
we had in those days: 33+1/3, 45, and 78 
rpm. Luke plays it easy-going; Ian is high 
energy; Toby is nearly manic at times. 
Their competing tempos deliver much of 
the entertainment onstage since each of 
them is perfectly in synch with the bril- 
liantly crafted script. 

Tension comes from the little known 
fact that production of the movie was shut 
down near the beginning of filming for a 
complete rewrite of the script. The pace 
wasn’t fast enough for Selznick. He held 
the writer and director virtual hostages in 
his office for a week to get a workable 
script. Of course, the chains that held them 
securely may have been the large sums of 
money involved. The color green can be so 
persuasive. 

The reason we are held captive is artic- 
ulate performances by some of the area’s 


most celebrated repertory players. The oil 
on the troubled waters of these three testos- 
terone drenched characters is the always 
calm Miss Poppenghul, played by the 
always lovely Patricia Willis. Ian Stigliani 
not only plays Ben Hecht, he also deftly 
directs “Moonlight & Magnolias.” The 
producer is Stephanie Chatten, who has 
more than a passing acquaintance with the 
shenanigans of Hollywood, both old and 
new. Join the fun at the Willits Community 
Theatre. 

“Moonlight and Magnolias” will be per- 
formed Jan. 25 through Feb. 16. Friday and 
Saturday shows at 8 p.m. for $15. and 
Thursday shows at 7 p.m. with Sunday 
matinees at 2 p.m. for $10.

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Yee said she had no knowl- 
edge of any licensed physi- 
cians in the state who distrib- 
ute medical marijuana. 

She said this first criteria 
can be met without the bless- 
ing of the FDA, which 
smoked marijuana does not 
currently enjoy. 

On April 20, 2006, the U.S. 
Food and Drug 
Administration drafted a news 
release that declared smoked 
marijuana had no medicinal 
value. 

“A growing number of 
states have passed voter refer- 
enda (or legislative actions) 
making smoked marijuana 
available for a variety of med- 
ical conditions upon a doc- 
tor’s recommendation,” the 
memo stated. “These mea- 
sures are inconsistent with 
efforts to ensure that medica- 
tions undergo the rigorous sci- 
entific scrutiny of the FDA 
approval process.” 

There are currently two 


dispensaries operating in the 
county: Herban Legend in 
Fort Bragg and Reflections of 
Avalon in Ukiah, which 
opened last month on South 
State Street just outside city 
limits. A third dispensary, 
Mendo Remedies in 
Laytonville, was open until 
last month, when it closed its 
doors for good. 

Yee said dispensaries are 
not currently required to list 
themselves as such to avoid 
self-incrimination and that 
only as a result of DEA raids 
on larger dispensaries are they 
able to ascertain any specific 
estimates related to medical 
marijuana-specific sales tax 
figures. 

“What we did in 2005 
when they first were supposed 
to apply for a sellers permit is 
that we allowed them not to 
disclose the salable activity,” 
she said. “We only know that 
there is probably around 
$400,000 to $500,000 in year- 
ly sales tax revenue from the 
larger dispensaries because 
they’ve been raided.”

“He observed Marcos fire a 
round into the windshield of 
the minivan,” Caudillo said. 

On cross-examination, 
Caudillo said Reynolds origi- 
nally told them he had not 
seen Escareno shoot Cruz, but 
changed his story when detec- 
tives told him Escareno had 
already told the police what 
had happened. 

The deputies who first 
arrived on scene found Enoch 
Cruz dead in the front seat of 
the minivan, which had 
crashed into some bushes. 
Several of the vehicle’s win- 
dows were broken and the 
windshield had a single gun- 
shot hole in it. 

Officers recovered one 
spent shell for a .223 caliber 
rifle as well as several live 
.223 caliber rounds. 

Former Sheriff’s Detective 
Andrew Alvarado testified he 
attended Cruz’s autopsy, 
which was performed by con- 
tract forensic pathologist 
Jason Trent. 

Alvarado said Trent’s pre- 
liminary investigation indicat- 
ed Cruz had been shot three 
times, once in the back, once 
in the left arm and once in the 
head, where the bullet grazed 
him but did not enter the skull. 

Alvarado testified that 
Trent told him the bullet that 
entered Cruz’s back passed 
through his heart and both 
lungs before lodging in the 
liver and was most likely 


instantly fatal. 

Caudillo said he tested 
Escareno’s hands for gunshot 
residue and a report from the 
Los Angeles County 
Coroner’s Office found “par- 
ticles consistent with gunshot 
residue” on the palm of 
Escareno’s left hand. 

Escareno’s attorney, 
Katharine Elliott, said the LA 
coroner’s report indicated 
there were ways to get gun- 
shot residue on one’s hands 
other than firing a gun, such 
as handling a gun that had 
been fired recently. 

On cross-examination, 
Caudillo testified that the gun- 
shot residue test took place 
between three and four hours 
after Cruz was shot. 

Elliott also called into 
question the visibility on 
Garcia Court at the time of the 
shooting. 

On cross-examination, 
Caudillo testified it was dark 
when he arrived on scene at 
around 7 p.m., roughly half an 
hour after the shooting was 
reported, and that the power 
was going on and off intermit- 
tently. 

Caudillo said he did not 
know if the power had been 
on when the shooting 
occurred. 

Caudillo also estimated 
that Reynolds was standing 50 
yards from the minivan at the 
time of the shooting. 

Elliott entered a motion to 
dismiss all charges against 
Escareno and have the case 
remanded to juvenile court. 

Deputy District Attorney 
Matthew Finnegan objected 
and said Mendocino County 
Superior Court Judge Ronald 
Brown did not have the 
authority to remand the case. 

Brown said he would need 
time to consider the motion 
and is expected to make a rul- 
ing Thursday morning.

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leagues came as President Bush and Congress raced to enact a 
separate rescue package — including tax rebates for individuals 
and tax breaks for companies — to help energize an economy 
in danger of stalling. 

Heartened by the Fed’s newfound aggressiveness, Wall 
Street rallied but then pulled back, still wary. The Dow Jones 
industrials jumped more than 200 points after the announce- 
ment but ended down 37.47. 

Commercial banks followed the Fed action by lowering their 
prime lending rate by the same half percentage point — to 6 
percent, the lowest in nearly three years. That prime rate applies 
to certain credit cards, home equity lines of credit and other 
loans. 

Hours before the Fed’s action, the government reported that 
the nation’s economic growth had stumbled to a virtual halt. 
The economy grew at just a 0.6 percent pace from October 
through December, and for all of 2007 it logged its weakest per- 
formance in five years. 


Bush raising money for the GOP even 
as his influence declines in final year 


TORRANCE (AP) — President Bush pressured Congress to 
jump-start the economy and pass free trade deals with U.S. 
allies on Wednesday while tackling one other piece of unfin- 
ished business: making millions for the Republican Party before 
he leaves office. 

The president’s popularity is sagging and the rise of Sen. 
John McCain’s profile after his victory in Tuesday’s Florida pri- 
mary — coupled with Rudy Giuliani’s exit from the presiden- 
tial race — only underscore Bush’s declining influence. 

Yet, the two-term president remains the top moneymaker of 
the GOP. He is raking in at least $4.7 million for Republicans in 
a three-day swing through California, Nevada, Colorado and 
Missouri while highlighting themes of his State of the Union 
address. 

Bush’s push to get Congress to pass an economic stimulus 
package was fueled by Wednesday’s report that the Gross 
Domestic Product in the final quarter of last year rose only 0.6 
percent, half the pace economists expected. 

“There are signs that our economy is slowing. There’s some 
uncertainty in the economy,” Bush told workers at Robinson 
Helicopter Co. in the Los Angeles area. 


Fires flare in Texas while cleanup starts 
for those whose homes, businesses burned 


FORT WORTH, Texas (AP) — A day after wildfires burned 
almost 30 square miles across Texas, a few more blazes sprang 
up Wednesday while victims sifted through the charred rem- 
nants of their homes. 

Gary Karr spent the day moving debris from his blackened 
mobile home moving business near Reno, west of Fort Worth. 
The building sustained about $100,000 in damage but was not 
destroyed, although much of his equipment and hundreds of 
tires were. 

“It’s just one of them things that happens,” Karr said.

“There’s not much you can do about it, but I’m very grateful 
that even though we lost a lot, they saved a lot too.” 

His was one of several dozen homes or businesses, mostly in 
Parker and Wise counties, in the path of 18,700 acres of wild- 
fires fueled by winds of more than 50 mph in some places. 

The humidity increased and winds decreased a bit 
Wednesday, but with conditions still ripe for fires, the National 
Weather Service issued a warning for about 60 percent of the 
state. Some hot spots reignited in North Texas, while some new 
blazes started, officials said. No injuries were reported. 


Photos show Mercury in different light: 
Volcanic scars, wrinkles from shrinking 


WASHINGTON (AP) — The first pictures from the unseen 
side of Mercury reveal the wrinkles of a shrinking, aging plan- 
et with scars from volcanic eruptions and a birthmark shaped 
like a spider. 

Some of the 1,213 photos taken by NASA’s Messenger probe 
and unveiled Wednesday help support the case that ancient vol- 
canoes dot Mercury and that it is shrinking as it gets older, 
forming wrinkle-like ridges. But other images are surprising 
and puzzling. 

The spidery shape captured in a photo is “unlike anything 
we’ve seen anywhere in the solar system,” said mission chief 
scientist Sean Solomon of the Carnegie Institution of 
Washington. The image shows what looks like a large crater 
with faint lines radiating out from it. 

Mercury, the closest planet to the sun, has often been com- 
pared to Earth’s dull black-and-white moon. But the new pho- 
tos, which reveal parts of Mercury never seen, show the tiny 
planet is more colorful and once had volcanic activity. 

With the help of NASA high-tech enhancement, Messenger 
photos showed baby blues and dark reds. 


Touching nose to refer to new PM is no 
joke, says sign language interpreter 


BANGKOK, Thailand (AP) — Sign language interpreters in 
Thailand have run afoul of some ruling party supporters by 
holding their noses to refer to the new prime minister. 

Samak Sundaravej, chosen in parliament Monday as the first 
elected prime minister since a Sept. 2006 coup, has been nick- 
named “Mr. Rose Apple Nose” because many claim his nose 
resembles the fruit. 

Thai sign language interpreters often indicate prominent 
facial features as shorthand for dignitaries, and during a live 
broadcast of Monday’s parliamentary session, they held their 
noses between two fingers numerous times to refer to Samak. 

One interpreter, Kanittha Rattanasin, said this gesture has 
long been used for Samak but is drawing wide notice only now. 

“Tt is not meant as a nose joke,” she said. “We have touched 
our noses for years to refer to Samak but people noticed this 
time because we had to repeat the movement over 300 times.” 

Juthamas Suthonwattanacharoen, another interpreter, said 
Samak supporters have called the National Association of the 
Deaf in Thailand to say the sign does not befit the country 
leader, and the Thai daily newspaper Matichon said the gesture 
angered some members of Samak’s party.
